The four dams which will ston 
be exerting their favorable infiu- 
ence in time of extraordinary down- 
pours, will protect certain dis- 
tricts In the county, Engineer Rea- 
gan says, but will never be able 
to give the lower end of the county 
much protection against storm- 
water damage until they are made 
te function! as auxiliaries of the 
San Gabriel and Big Tejunga dams. 
These, it has been calculated, would 
stand like rocks of Gibraltar, be- 
tween Los Angeles county and men- 
acing waters such as came in the 
winter of 1918. Then the county 
wae almost at the mercy of the San 
Gabriel and Les Angeles rivers 
for several days, and propérty dam- 
age estimated at $20,000,000 was 
done within the week. The cost of 
just one flood of such proportions 
would be sufficient to pay for the 
proposed San Gabriel Canyon Dam, 
Enecineer Reagan points out. 

The Devil's Gate dam, near 
Pasadena, has apparently tamed 
the impetuous Arroyo Seco. This 
dam war built just after the war, 
at a cost of $38,009, of which the 
city of Pasacena paid 10 per cent. 
The dam. is now serving through 
tte second rainy season. and while 
it falls a little short of the mark as 
a complete flood control measure, 
in the opinion of prominent en- 
gineera, it is, according to Chief 
Engineer Mulholland of the Los 


Angeles Aqueduct, worth more 


than ite costs to the city of Pasa- 


dena. from the standpoint of con- 
serving water for domestic pur- 


es. 
Engineer Reagan holds no brief

any sort of luck he should be out 
soon, his sentence commuted, but 
I assure you that the government 
will have him in mind all the time 
and take more than casual interest 
in his activities.

Among the fiood-contro!l steps 
taken in récent years, which have 
already proved their worth, is the 
‘channel rectification work carried 
on in the Rio Hondo, San Gabriel 
and Loe Angeles rivers. At pointe 
where wide bends occurred in the 
channel and it desirable to 
straighten out the course and keep 
the water moving rapidly toward 
the ocean, long lines of revetments 
were built. These were created by 
driving double rowe of piling into 
the bed of the river, near the banks, 
and filling the espace between the 
piling with long withes or amall 
branches of trees cut from young 
trees tn the river beds.

Surly Mexicans Guard Secret of 
Rich Deposits of Metals by 
Golden River of Aztecs. 


Five days were consumed, rid- 


jing by easy stages and stopping 


to examine gold and silver prop- 
erties along the route, in reaching 
th@Dbanks of the Sinaloa, the gold- 
en river of Aztec and early Span- 
ish legends. 

This stream, with its tributary, 
the Bazanopa .was called by the 
early Indian tribes “Mipiri,”” mean- 
ing “mother of gold.” Placer min- 
ers have delved in their sands for 
untold centuries. At one time they 
were fabulotely rich and fierce 
battles were fought by the armies 
of rival native kings for their poe- 
sersio 


n. 
On the recks and cliffs along 
thetr banke are carved in  cu- 
rfous hieroglyphic tablets ctom- 
memorating famous victories and 
warning against trespass. What a 
field for archaeological research! 
Unversed in the early Indian 
tongues I could only speculate on 
their meaning. One must have 
commemorated a famous hunting 
expedition, for the outlines of «a 
deer and a hunter's bow were eas- 
lly discernible. 


On the side of a cliff in a deep 
gorge an Indian moso pointed out 
a curious design for such a place. 
It consisted of two hearts, pierced 
by an arrow, with’ h hics 
beneath.
